Orr 
representatives, looking at the main 
question, in view of the Republican 
majority in the Legislature, without 
believing these charges, consented to 
change the Board upon the advice of 
Democrats who were interested in see- 
ing the measure pass.

The Compromise, 


The proposed compromise of the 
bullion tax question seems to be in a 
bad way. The present Legislature 
seems to remember the promises made 
to their constituents, and notwith- 
standing the really deserving condition 
of the Bonanza kings, our representa- 
tives refuse to impoverish the State 
for the benefit of California street. 
This is cruel treatment surely. The 
mines and their yield are of course in 
Nevada, but then they are the life of 
our State and should not be taxed. 
Had we never taxed the proceeds San 
Francisco would have contained a score 
more of fine buildings and Nevada 
would have drawn more foreign capital 
The proposed compromise will not 
lessen the revenues of the State, the 
Enterprise says, for the Comstock will 
be made to double its yield when the 
aw passes. Our representatives should 
realize that there is no virtue in twen- 
ty million dollars if it won't exempt 
a man from taxation and act accord- 
ingly. We hope they will ponder 
upon this compromise. Don't pass 
any bills to fuciliate the collection of 
this tax to prevent costs, but relieve 
these indigent kings, lest we have 
Mackey and Fair, Flood and O’Brien, 
wandering from door to door in search 
of bread. They have realized mil- 
lions, of course, but we should 
not tax them, because our honest 
tarmers can be made to pay their way, 
and we can have more dividends—for 
California. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


Both political parties are on the 
anxious seat. The Republicans stand 
squarely on the Florida decision, in- 
sisting thatit shall apply to Louisiana, 
and assert that the letter of the law is 
with them. They defend the charac- 
ter of the Returning Board, its right 
to sit with only four members and 
those all of one party, and all its acts; 
and they resist all looking into evi- 
dence as to the lawfulness ot the Re- 
turning Board, its legal power to act 
at all or its legal power to act in the 
manner it did.

Russia has abandoned the Servian 
cause as the price of Austria's acqui- 
escence of assistance of Russian pol- 
icy.

The Russian army is at Kirsheneff, 
ready to move against the Turks. It 
numbers 120,000 infantry, 8,000 cav- 
alry, and 428 guns. The two corps at 
Odessa would make the total of the 
army of the advance 180,000 infantry,

thousand horses have been bought for 
the train. 


A dispatch has been received an- 
nouncing another insurrection in 
Japan. The Satsuma clan have risen, 
but it is thought the movement will 
be easily suppressed, as the leading 
men of the clan disapprove of it. 


A Rome dispatch of the 15th says: 
The interview between the Pope and 
the Emperor of Brazil was marked by 
extreme cordiality. The Emperor 
showed much emotion and threw him- 
self at the feet of the Pupe. The Em- 
press was received with great kindness 
by the Holy Father. 


The German Government is again 
considering the expediency of prohib- 
iting the exportation of horses from 
Russia.
